The school books will include a complete series for 
use in all grades, from the kindergarten through to the 
high school; a Teacher’s Manual; a hymnal for Sunday 
schools, day schools and homes; a book of marches for 
use in school, etc. The chief aim of these books is to pro- 
vide the very best in music for every one, young and old. 


PREFACE 


The songs in this volume have been selected for the purpose of 
awakening and cultivating in young children the taste for the best music. 
It is obvious that such actual experience of music should precede instruc- 
tion about it, and it is believed that singing beautiful songs by ear during 
the early years will not only facilitate later instruction in reading music, 
but will serve as a preparation for the study of pianoforte playing, violin 
playing, etc. 

When these songs are used in schools, children who are able to read 
the words, should be provided with the Book of Words (No. 3 A in the 
Concord Series). During the last half of the third year (Grade III) the 
children should be provided with Book No. 3 in the Concord Series, con- 
taining the melodies of the songs. without accompaniments. Simple 
instructions for teaching these songs are contained in that book, in which 
will be found also a division of the songs according to school grades. A 
Teachers’ Manual, with full directions for teachers, will be published 
shortly. 

The folk-songs in this book were doubtless originally sung without 
accompaniments. It is desirable that children should become familiar 
with the beauty of these melodies, apart from any artificial support. 
Therefore in teaching them, no accompaniment should be used until the 
melodies are thoroughly learned.

Some of the airs were written down as early as the 
sixteenth century, but together with the verses they date before that time in the unsigned 
history of the country side. The play is no more sectarian than the Bible Story from which 
it is drawn, and is therefore adapted to use under the most varied conditions, by public 
and private Schools, Churches, Sunday Schools, and community organizations. The per- 
formance takes a scant half hour. A large or a small group of children may participate.

A knowledge of the elements of music is of the highest importance in music education. 
Too often American students undertake the study of the higher branches of the art without 
first submitting themselves to a thorough” drill in musical fundamentals. Conductors of 
amateur orchestras and choruses as well: as teachers of classes and individuals are con- 
stantly balked by the lack of elementary knowledge on the part of their students, and this 
defect is made worse by the fact that we are forever seeking short cuts to learning instead 
of making every effort to secure thoroughness. 


Everyone undertaking the study of music should acquire five indispensible possessions: 
first, an exact knowledge of the substance of music; second, ‘a well-trained ear; third, the 
ability todo with the eye what is ordinarily done by the ear; fourth, a thoroughly developed 
rhythmic sense; and fifth, a sound and discriminating musical taste. ‘These are not only 
necessary to an intelligent appreciation of music and to a successful participation in it, but 
they are essential pre-requisites to the study of harmony and the more advanced branches 
of music. It is safe to say that not one in a hundred American music students is in even 
moderate possession of these five details, and yet schools and music teachers continue to 
ae inadequate fundamental instruction, hoping, apparently, that intuition will supply the 
eficiencies. 


This book, therefore, will be gladly welcomed by conscientious teachers of music, for it 
presents in clear and definite form that information about music which is the most important 
step to a complete musical education. 

To those who desire a clear, thorough,.and systematic explanation of the fundamentals of 
music this book will make a marked appeal; and for teachers who seek a textbook for classes 
in elementary music, the present volume will appear as a real contribution to the literature 
of music pedagogy.

This is a series of books containing music suited to the needs of young people studying piano- 
forte playing. ‘The particular excellence of these books lies in the music itself, which is uni- 
formly of a high quality, and in the adequate number of pieces for each stage of progress. The 
use of texts for singing is also an essential element in the plan of the early books, as this provides 
a means of training the child’s ear,—a necessary preliminary to pianoforte playing and one 
often neglected.- In short, these books are intended for music lessons and not solely for lessons in 
pianoforte playing. As an aid in the development of the rhythmic sense, physical exercises, such 
as are used in the Jacques-Dalcroze System of Eurhythmics, have been introduced. The most 
interesting of modern methods for beginners!
